The project was an enormous success and we have now established a much wider 
network of contacts and intelligence gatherers than the magazine has ever had.

From next month we are hoping to take it all a stage further, and provide a 
simpler, more appropriate framework within which our many supporters can 
involve themselves in the magazine’s work. We will be abolishing the two rates of 
subscriptions — ordinary and supporting subscriptions — which we have 
maintained now for several years. In future there will be only one standard rate. At 
the same time, however, we will be launching ‘Friends of Searchlight?’ and inviting 
our supporting readers to join. 

Friends of Searchlight will have two main objectives. Firstly, it will be a way of 
recognising and developing the increasingly valuable monitoring work which is 
being done by many of our readers in their localities. Secondly, we will be asking 
people who join to consider if there is a way in which they can make a regular 
financial commitment to the magazine itself. This will provide a more flexible way 
of showing concrete support than taking out one of the existing supporting 
subscriptions. 

The unfortunate news is that after struggling to keep down the cover price of the 
magazine for the last two and a half years, we have finally been forced by annually 
rising production costs to bow to the inevitable and raise the price of Searchlight to 
£1. We do this with considerable regret but we are sure that our readers will agree 
that £1 a month is still not an unreasonable price to pay for the unique service which 
this magazine provides. Subscription prices will be adjusted accordingly. 

Ever since, two months ago, we began investigating how the National Front had 
gone underground and begun establishing activist cells in a classic terrorist 
pattern, the Front has been beside itself with rage. As soon as we began publicising 
the rats nests from which their intended covert activities are to be run, people who 
have been associated in one way or another with the magazine have been receiving 
hysterical death threats (see page 7). We can be sure that if we were not having a 
suitably satisfactory effect upon their plans to build an army of ‘political soldiers’ 
this enraged response would not have been forthcoming. We take this as a measure 
of our success, and, with your continued help, we will endeavour to keep up the

FRONT ‘MILITARY COMMANDER’ HIRING 


For the last three months 
Searchlight has been looking into a 
far right wing mercenary 


operation. Our investigations have 
led us from a council flat in the 
shadow of the London 
headquarters of Britain’s 
intelligence services to the dirty 
wars of southern Africa and back to 
the UK. 

Some months ago the word was out in the 
murky world of mercenaries and their 
hangers on that a new army was being 
raised and money was in the coffers to pay 
for some new blood letting abroad. The 
man fronting the recruitment is Tony 
Hilton, a man who has seen better times 
and who despite his muscular appearance, 
is running to fat and drinking too much. 

A call to his phone number (01-928-3335) 
normally brings forth an invitation to join 
him for a meal and drink at a Turkish 
restaurant close to his home at Metheson 
Lang House in Baylis Road, Southwark, in 
South London. His flat stands in the 
shadow of Century House, the tower block 
which is the headquarters of MI6, the 
British Secret Intelligence Service. 

Hilton tells anyone prepared to listen 
that he has himself served Queen and 
country but each person gets a slightly 
different version of his background. Some 
potential recruits have been told that he 
served the Argyle and Sutherland 
Highlanders, a regiment that had gone out 
of existence while Hilton was still in 
nappies. Others get the ‘I was in the paras’ 
treatment. He is involved in the local 
Tenants Association taken over by the NFa 
couple of years ago. 


Recruits 


Over a meal potential recruits for the new 
outfit have been told that they will get a 
lump sum in advance and several hundred 
pounds a month on active service. As well 
as handling around fifty recruits, Hilton has 
been given the job of creating a 
smokescreen to confuse anybody taking an 
interest in what this operation is really 
about. The two main contenders for yarn of 
the month are that they are being hired by 
the Libyans to fight in Chad or, an even 
more fantastic tale, that both the US and 
Soviet governments are turning a blind eye 
to a plot to overthrow the Libyan regime. 

Experts think the far more likely 
destinations are the contras, pro-Marcos 
forces run by right wing Americans in the 
Phillipines or cross border operations in 
Southern Africa. A firm connection was 
established when careless pub talk led two 
young local newspaper journalists. in 
Peterborough to believe that Hilton had a 
local connection. 


MERCENARIES

Searchlight investigators travelled to 
Peterborough to pursue this lead. There in 
the city that boasts ‘the Peterborough 
effect’ for new business enterprises we 
found Graham Gillmore, the military 
commander of the National Front’s 
‘political soldiers’, working as a senior 
security officer in the huge Queensgate 
shopping centre. The centre is owned and 
managed by Norwich Union Insurance. 

When he is not on shift there Gillmore, 
with Hilton, runs an outfit called ‘Frontline 





Security Services’. No record of this 
business exists anywhere. As our 
investigation continued it became clear that 
it was Gillmore who was calling most of the 
shots and boasting of having a quarter of a 
million dollars in the coffers already with 
much more to come 

Apart from once being an NF candidate, 
Gillmore was a fulltime soldier in the ‘dirty 
wars’ in southern Africa in the 1970s and 
early 1980s. He fought for the rebel Smith 
regime in Rhodesia before moving on to

become a sergeant and communications 
expert in the Pathfinder company of the 
South African parachute brigade. This 
group consisted of mercenaries like 
Gillmore as well as regular South African 
troops and was responsible for much of the 
carnage of the aggressive raids into the 
neighbouring black front line states. Their 
record for killing old men, women and 
children and destroying the economic 
structures of their victim states is second to 
none. Gillmore’s exploits were recently 
featured in part 4 of the Marshall 
Cavendish magazine series, Combat and 
Survival. The article by Gillmore was un- 
signed as, according to the publishers, he 
was worried about his name appearing on it. 

Eventually Gillmore was wounded and 
sent back to the UK. He kept strong links 
with South Africa. Recently Gillmore spent 
a lot of time with Gary Gallo during the 
American’s prolonged stay in Britain. 
Gallo, the NF’s former US adviser and 
member of the illegal US group, ‘The 
Order’, has built up a strong supportive 

role for South Africa’s growing nazi 
movement. 

Gillmore arrived back in the UK just in 
time for the departure of Martin Webster 
and the old guard from the NF and the 
advent of the ‘political soldier’. He quickly 
took over the reins of the training of the 
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NF’s para-militaries from Major Ian Souter 
Clarence, one of the top men in Column 88 
who had come under pressure because of 
his safe housing of West German neo-nazi 
terrorists at his Dorset home. 

Gillmore has been seen commanding the 
NF colour party at the Cenotaph for the last 
three years, his medals from the dirty wars 
spread across his chest (see Searchlight 
106). 

Clearly there is a lot of money behind 
this operation and bigger fish than sergeant 
Gillmore in top level control. One very 
disturbing element has been the close 
involvement of a number of well known 
UDA and UVF men of violence. This has 
led to speculation that the whole operation 
could be part of the far right’s plans to help 
Ulster declare UDI and bring the war home 
to the mainland in cities like Liverpool, 
Birmingham and Glasgow. What is most 
alarming of all is the apparent lack of 
interest of the British security services in 
Gillmore’s activities. The current trial of 
men accused of stealing army rocket 
launchers for the UDA and the arrests in 
recent months of members of the Home 
Defence Force, a part of Britain’s military 
reservists, for possession of guns and 
explosives can only increase speculation as 
to what the right are planning for in this 
country. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 





@ ARSON ATTACKS 


A Leeds man has been accused of an arson attack 
on a Leeds off-licence, where eight Asians were 
sleeping. Alan Franklin, 31, unemployed, 
admitted putting lighted material through the 
letterbox. Fortunately, the fire didn’t take hold. 
Franklin was remanded in custody. 

Two petrol bombs were hurled into the Hartley 
Hotel in Newham, East London, on May 15. Many 
of the hotel’s guests are homeless Asian families 
housed there by Newham Council. Firemen 
managed to control the blaze. 

A firebomb was thrown through the window of 
Star Kebabs, in Leyton, on April 16. The bomb 
consisted of inflammable liquid in a bottle with a 
fuse, but failed to explode. 

In Aylesbury, the fourth fire in nine months at 
the Dawoodi Bohra Mosque is being treated as 
suspected arson. The fire, on May 3, extensively 
damaged the roof and ground floor. 

Three people in Thornton Heath, South 
London, managed to escape an arson attack on 
May 6. Paper was stuffed in a letter box and set 
alight. Sokanathan Wimal, Kandiah Mahesen, 
and Mrs Dawn Parsons escaped down ladders. 

A fifth arson attack has occurred at the home of 
Mr Gursaran Mann, in Slough. The house was 
unoccupied after the previous attacks. Firemen 
took half an hour to put the fire out. 

In Birmingham, a petrol bomb was thrown at 
AJ stores, Moseley, owned by Mr Abdul Jaleel, on 
May 13. Police say they are totally baffled over the 
motive.

@ RACE ABUSE CAUSED STABBING 


A man living in a hostel stabbed a fellow lodger 
after he had been racially abused and punched. 

Tajwali Khan, 18, was lodging at a hostel in 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, when the incident 
occurred, last December. John McKay, 47, 
returned after a night’s drinking, and proceeded 
to abuse Mr Khan. In return, Khan smashed a 
milk bottle over McKay’s head, and then stabbed 
it in his back. 

Khan was ordered to do 200 hours community 
work.

@ POLICE BACK FRONT GROUP 


Police in Stoke Newington have given backing to a 
community group headed by a known fascist. 

The Consultative Committee Action Group is a 
collection of leaders of tenants associations. It is 
headed by Ray White, a former member of the 
National Front, and bodyguard for fascist leaders 
Martin Webster and John Tyndall. The CCAG 
has twice been used in attempts to form police 
consultative committees. 

On March 11 Stoke Newington police asked the 
CCAG to hold a public meeting. The meeting was 
criticised as undemocratic by Hackney 
councillors, who said that many groups in the 
borough had not been invited. These included 
Hackney Council for Racial Equality. The 
meeting was abandoned after a demonstration by 
protestors that led to over 80 arrests. 

Hackney Council Police Committee chair 
Tommy Shephard has refused to join a steering 
committee which includes Mr White, or to attend 
a CCAG meeting.

‘Butcher of Lyons’ trial update 


IS SWISS NAZI BARBIE LAWYER’S MYSTERY 
BACKER? 


As the trial of Klaus Barbie in Lyons 
moves into the stage where the 
defence puts its case, the spotlight 
falls yet again onto the Butcher of 
Lyons’ lawyer, the controversial 
Jacques Verges. And as Verges 
moves centre stage, once more the 
questions arise about the 
relationship between this self 
proclaimed Marxist and the Swiss 
nazi and banker who for many years 
has been the lawyer’s mentor and 
the financial backer for so many of 
his clients. 


The man in question is Francois Genoud, 
who also goes by the name of Francois 
Armoud. The close bond between the two 
goes back many years to the Algerian war 
of independence which Verges now uses, as 
he has in the past, as a crucial pillar of the 
defence case. No country, he argues, which 
lets go unpunished the killers and torturers 
used by the French in Algeria has any right 
to put someone else on trial accused of 
similar crimes. 

Genoud, however, is rather older than 
Verges, and his political record goes back 
considerably further. As the literary 
executor for all the works of Hitler, Martin 
Bormann and Joseph Goebbels, he is a 
wealthy man and an important one in the 
neo-nazi pecking order. As a young man he 
was a founder member of the Swiss nazi 
party and during the war he worked for 
German intelligence. After the war his 
efforts on behalf of imprisoned war 
criminals earned him public praise from SS 
General Karl Wolff, the most important 
former SS leader in Europe until he died 
a few years ago. 

All this is well known. Less known, 
however, and revealed recently in the 


American magazine Mother Jones, is that 
Genoud was a key participant in the setting 
up of the post-war nazi international, the 
New European Order, and played a leading 
role at its 1969 conference where a unity of 
sorts was established between neo-nazis 
and Palestinian groups embarked upon 
armed struggle with Israel. Delegates from 
both Fatah and the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine were present at 
this event, where well-heeled nazi 
representatives from all over the world 
pledged whatever assistance they could in 
the form of weapons, men and training. 


Desperation 

That the PLO was prepared to consider 
assistance from such quarters is said to be 
an indication of the sense of desperation 
and abandonment which swept through the 
Palestinian refugee camps after the Arab 
world’s humiliating defeat at the hands of 
Israel in the six day war of 1967. At that 
time, the Soviet Union was being rather 
circumspect about the help it was prepared 
to give to the PLO, whose leadership 
decided that they would seek it wherever 
could be found. Their search took them to 
Francois Genoud. 

Genoud’s committment to the anti-Israel 
cause could be traced back to the early post 
war years when he worked for a CIA-run 
unit headed by Otto Skorzeny in Egypt, 
helping Nasser reorganise his army and 
intelligence services. In Egypt, Genoud 
made contact with leaders of the FLN, the 
Algerian liberation movement. He set up 
Arabo-Africa, a company which ran 
weapons into Algeria for the FLN. Then he 
established the Arab Commercial Bank in 
Switzerland through which he administered 
the FLN’s finances. And, during the 
independence struggle, he met Jacques 
Verges, an up and coming lawyer 





committed to Third World liberation who 
had only recently married one of his own 
clients, Djamila Bouhired, who never 
denied that she had been involved in 
bombing a milk bar in Algiers. 

Through the Arab Commercial Bank, 
Genoud continued his activities long after 
the Algerian question had been settled. In 
the late 1960s, millions of dollars raised by 
the PLO passed through its accounts. But 
Genoud offered more public support as 
well. When three PFLP members were 
arrested in Zurich after an attack on an El 
Al plane in 1969, their legal costs were paid: 
by Genoud, and their representative in 
court was Jacques Verges. Later, in 1982, 
two members of the ‘Carlos’ terrorist group 
were held in Paris apparently about to blow 
up a coffee bar opposite the town hall. The 
two, Bruno Breguet and Magdelena Kopf 
were both former Bader-Meinhoff 
members, and Bregeut was a close friend of 
Genoud who in 1970 had campaigned 
energetically to have him released from a 
prison in Israel after earlier terrorist 
attacks. Lawyer for the terrorists was 
Jacques Verges, who went on record 
declaring his ‘esteem’ for the. 

Genoud is also known to be involved in 
weapons dealing. According to Mother 
Jones, this began on behalf of the PLO after 
the Barcelona NEO conference. When the 
Channel 4 documentary The Other Face of 
Terror was being made in 1983, revisionist 
historian David Irving sang Genoud’s 
praises saying ‘he is a man I find very 
agreeable’, but admitting off camera that 
Genoud was involved in running guns to 
the PLO. 

So have Verges and Genoud teamed up 
again to finance and conduct the defence of 
Klaus Barbie in Lyons? When Verges was 
asked this question in 1983, he refused to 
answer. 


BARBIE FACES 


WAR CRIMES 
CONVICTION 





Despite efforts by his defence lawyer, 
Jacques Verges, to turn his trial into a 
farce, it now looks odds-on that Klaus 
Barbie, ‘the butcher of Lyons’, will be 
found guilty of crimes against 
humanity. 

For many of the prosecution witnesses 
the lengthy trial in Lyons has been a 
harrowing experience, with victims of 
Barbie having to re-live the nightmare of 
his brutality. 

Some of the most moving testimony 
came from those whom Barbie had either 
tortured or deported as Gestapo chief in 
Lyon between 1942-44. 

The court has heard how, for example, 
Simone Lagrange was tortured at the age of 
13, as her parents were forced to look on. 
She recounted how Barbie threw her back 
into her mother’s arms at night, saying “you 
see what you have done to your own 
daughter”. 

A 92-year-old woman gave the court an 
account of how she was savagely tortured, 
to the point where she was blinded, at the 
Ravensbruck concentration camp. 

Evidence has also been heard of the mass 
deportation of Jewish children seized by 
Barbie from orphanages and sent to nazi 
death camps. 

Throughout the proceedings, whenever 
Barbie has been present he has shown no 
signs of remorse or regret. Many of the 
witnesses have demanded that Barbie 
should have been present throughout their 
testimony but under French law he has used 
his right to be absent. 

It is significant that since the trial began, 
other stories of barbarity under nazi and 
puppet Vichy rule have begun to emerge, 
including the revelation that the French 
government deliberately starved 40,000 
mental hospital patients to death. 

The Barbie case has also provoked a 
vicious reaction from French anti-semites. 
The amount of anti-Jewish graffiti on the 
Paris Metro has increased and windows in 
the Rue des Rosiers, the centre of Paris’s 
Jewish quarter, have been smashed. 

Elsewhere in France, nazis have 
desecrated Jewish graves and leaflets have 
been distributed saying that Jews are to 
blame for the spread of AIDS. 

Even in Lyons, pamphlets have been 
distributed outside the court defending 
Barbie and claiming that the nazi death 
camps were a gigantic hoax. 

On the French extreme right too, there 
have been repercussions. French fascist 
leader, Jean-Marie Le Pen has kept his 
distance in a bid to retain respectability and 
has offered no comment other than that the 
nazi occupation was “a very sad period for 
France”.

FUNDS FOR 


RIGHT WING REBELS 


A right-wing pressure group which 
has been lobbying against the 
charitable status of leading British 
charities has been found to have set 
up offshore bank accounts with 
American money to fund right-wing 
guerilla movements in Africa. 

The accounts are controlled by the 
World Freedom Project, set up recently by 
Western Goals UK, originally an offshoot 
of the American Western Goals 
Foundation which has now been implicated 
in the Irangate affair. According to the 
London magazine Time Out, WFP controls 
offshore accounts in the Isle of Man, 
Channel Islands and the US. About 
$15,000 has been initially deposited in them 
from American sources, earmarked for 
RENAMO guerillas in Mozambique. 

Western Goals UK, whose British 
officers set up and run WFP, has recently 
been waging a vigorous campaign against 
charities which it says are using their funds 
for political propaganda. Its main targets 
are Christian Aid, War on Want and 
Oxfam, and WGUK ‘briefing papers’ on 
the subject have been used by the Sunday 
Telegraph. Now WGUK has written to the 
Charities Commissioner calling for an 
investigation into the charities’ activities. 

But there are also calls for answers to 
questions about WGUK’s own activities. 
Five Conservative MPs have lent their 
names to the organisation as 
‘parliamentary advisers’, and one of them, 
Bill Walker, MP for Tayside North, is 
reported as saying that he knew nothing 
about the offshore accounts and would be 
demanding to know “the source of these 
funds and the purpose for which they are 
intended”. 

WGUK split from its American parent 
body earlier this year as the Irangate

scandal began to unfold. The report of the 
Tower Commission included a flow chart 
written on a memo from Oliver North’s 
secretary Fawn Hall, implicating Western 
Goals Foundation in fundraising activities 
to buy arms for the Nicaraguan contras. 
WGEF chairman Carl Channel was the first 
man prosecuted in the Irangate affair and 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy, citing Oliver 
North as a co-conspirator. 


Monday Club 

One of WGF’s American stalwarts, Linda 
Guell, split at the same time and now runs 
the | Larry MacDonald Memorial 
Foundation, named after the founder of 
Western Goals who was killed when Soviet 
jets shot down the Korean 007 airliner. 
WGUK is now affiliated to the Memorial 
Foundation and channels its efforts and its 
funds through the new organisation. 

Prime movers behind WGUK are a 
group of former Young Monday Club 
members, including Andrew V.R. Smith, 
Stuart Notholt and Paul Masson, who set 
up a link with WGF in 1985. At a Paris 
conference last year it was decided that the 
American affiliates would concentrate on 
helping right-wing movements in Central 
and South America, while British and 
European supporters would devote their 
efforts to helping insurgents fighting left- 
wing governments in Africa. Stuart Notholt 
has admitted that he has travelled to 
Mozambique to meet RENAMO 
representatives and that he was introduced 
to them by a South African businessman 
called Duncan Beckman. 

Notholt told Time Out that the American 
money was held in offshore accounts 
because of “the ease of moving money 
round from one of these accounts under 
less government scrutiny. This is why 
companies and individuals have offshore 
accounts. I’m not going to deny that it’s to 
avoid scrutiny of the accounts. It’s better to 
keep things confidential”. 


GETTING 


CROSS IN 
ESSEX 


Martin Cross, organiser of the 
National Front’s Barking and 
Dagenham branch, has resorted to 
lies and violence in a vain attempt to 
cover up for the problems his outfit 
is facing after the hopeless failure of 
his plans to set up vigilante patrols 
in an area where mugging is almost 
non-existent. 

In issue 90 of National Front News Cross 
claims, with an unintended accuracy, that 
the police were forced to put on more 
patrols to protect the community as a result 
of his actions. According to local 
councillors the police increased their 
patrols not, as Cross intended to claim, to 
seek out muggers but to prevent Cross and 
his thugs causing a breach of the peace. 

Oddly enough the police say they had 
trouble finding Cross and his patrolling 
vigilantes. 

Twice in May the newly formed anti- 
fascist committee in South Essex turned out 
in Grays shopping precinct to prevent the 
National Front from peddling their poison 
to local youngsters. After being caught off 
guard on the first occasion the fascists 
ordered in a team of goons from Essex and 
as far away as South London, some dressed 
in their best paramilitary uniforms. This 
attempt to win back the sales pitch was an 
abject failure and ended with National 
Front vice chairman Graham Williamson 
wandering off with an Anti-Fascist Action 
sticker attached to his pullover. 








The future career of Paul Kingsley, 
the fascist and protestant bigot, as 
an administrative officer of the 
white collar union NALGO may be 
drastically shortened following the 
union’s annual conference in 
Blackpool last month. A NALGO 
delegate reports. 


This year’s NALGO conference has 
stated clearly that fascists are not to be 
allowed to _ infiltrate the union’s 
administration. Delegates overwhelmingly 
supported a motion that calls upon the 
National Executive Committee to: 

@ investigate reports that a fascist activist 
is employed by NALGO, 

@ publicise their investigations, 

@ uphold the principle that being a fascist 
is inconsistent with employment by 
NALGO. 

The National Executive Committee had 
been aware for several months of reports 
that NALGO employee Paul Kingsley was 
a leading light in the National Front and 
previously in the National Party. It had 
chosen not to act against him because of the 
complicated issues raised and 





In early June, Cross, seething over yet 
another failure to apprehend the Essex 
anti-fascists, stormed into Barking town 
centre and assaulted a passer-by who 
refused to take a “don’t vote” leaflet from 
him. 

The leaflet was issued from a PO Box 
number which can be traced back directly 
to Cross’s home in Dagenham.

an instinctive trade unionists’ tendency to 
protect an individual worker’s rights. Nor 
can a concern to protect individual civil 
liberties and the right to free speech be 
accepted as a credible argument. 

NALGO has recognised that black 
people, women, lesbians and gay men and 
people with disabilities are the victims of 
oppression and prejudice within society 
and the trade union movement. NALGO 
has the most developed policies and 
commitment to these groups of all trade 
unions.

THE TRAIL 


OF THE FRONT’S [ 
SECRET PRINTING 


PRESS 


This month Searchlight reveals the 
location and people in charge of the 
National Front’s top secret printing 
operations. 

Until a couple of years ago W. Thomas 
Acton was the National Front’s auditor. 
After the ousting of Martin Webster and 
the growth of political soldiery in the NF, 
Acton became responsible for their 
printing arrangements. Eighteen months 
ago the NF had to rapidly move out of their 
secret printshop in Halesworth, Suffolk, 
where they had been operating under a 
series of cover names including Gandolf 
Graphics, after the premises had been 
exposed by Searchlight and Guardian 
journalists. We were also able to reveal 
that the NF, posing as a non-political new 
business enterprise, had been able to con 


the Manpower Services Commission out of 
£4,000. 


Notorious 


The printing press itself, an old style 
Heidelberg machine, had been a gift to the 
Front from the notorious printers for the 
international nazi movement, the Hancock 
family of Sussex. The funds to buy the 
modern typesetting equipment had come 
from a variety of sources including some 
mysterious and helpful folk abroad. This 
undoubtedly explained the 
disproportionate amount of space given in 
the NF’s publications to the regimes in Iran 
and Libya. 

In Halesworth, party boss Nick Griffin, 
personally carried out the typesetting with 
the help of Ian Anderson, and Acton did 
the day-to-day printing. The press had the 
capacity to produce books as well as 
papers, leaflets, posters and magazines. 

After Pearce and Anderson fell out with 
Griffin, Harrington and Holland, Acton 
was reported to have taken over the 
printing for the Pearce/Anderson faction. 
Acton, Joe Pearce, Steven Brady and 
Martin Wingfield formed the overall 
production team responsible for the 
production of the  faction’s two 
publications, The Flag, their newspaper, 
and Vanguard, their monthly magazine. 
Tom Acton became editor of the latter. 

Both sides are having to be more and 
more careful over their publications 
because of the new public order laws 
covering the printing, publishing and even 
possession of nazi material. Keen 
observers of the far right press will have 
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noticed how these brave political soldiers 
who were going to risk all to keep up the 
struggle have completely watered down 
their papers, so that for instance the last 
two issues of National Front News and the 
last issue of The Flag have hardly printed a 
word about blacks or Jews in the crude 
terms of other recent issues. 


Aliases 


Tom Acton took great care to hide his new 
operational base. But this month 
Searchlight can reveal that Acton is in fact 
to be found in the same industrial unit as 
the Hancock’s in Uckfield, Sussex. When 
we revealed last December that Hancock 
was behind the production and distribution 
of dangerous military manuals and 
survivalist publications linked to the 
extreme right in Sweden and Norway, we 
explained that Anthony Hancock has used 
a series of aliases over the years, including 
M. McLaren, Mr Wilson of Wilson 
Laminates and Antony Madeira, when 


“HERR FLICK’ EXPOSURES 


The NF’s policy of hiding from the light 
of day and building up an air of mystery 
and excitement for their younger and 
more gullible members is backfiring on 
them and clearly causing certain internal 
tensions in the Griffin wing of the NF. 

Three months ago Patrick 
Harrington, or Herr Flick, as he is called 
by his fellow members (it’s something to 
do with the several sizes too large full 
length Gestapo-style coat he wears), 
decided it was time to reveal all about 
Searchlight, a task that was billed as the 
work of the National Front Security 
Unit. So far this half wit has managed to 
struggle to Companies House to look up a 
public record and proceeded to get even 
that information wrong. 

Readers of National Front News were 
promised more information in issue 89 
but this issue has come and_ gone, 
followed by issue 90, without any further 
so-called revelations. Has the lad got cold 
feet or are his colleagues telling him to 
lay off because he is out of his depth? 

To date he has managed to get details 
of alleged criminal records wrong and 
has published a wrong address for the

hanging around with French and Spanish 
terrorists (Searchlight No.138). 

So it came as little or no surprise to find 
that not only is Acton in Unit 17, Bell 
Brook Industrial Estate, Uckfield, Sussex, 
but his telephone is listed to W.T. Acton 
trading as Wilson Press. Acton’s phone 
number is 0825-61253 and Wilson 
Laminates is listed at the same address on 


late Maurice Ludmer who edited 
Searchlight until his death in 1981, 
falsifying the address to make it fit with 
an invitation to a Socialist Workers 
Party garden féte held at the house next 
door. 

He then ‘revealed’ that playwright 
David Edgar is a minority shareholder in 
Searchlight and printed all of his address 
except for the number of the house. The 
cringing and almost grovelling write up 
he gave David Edgar, a playwright of 
international fame, says as much about 
this so-called national revolutionary’s 
class orientation as about his inability to 
do a decent job of investigation. 

RVicoy photographs taken by 
photographer David Hoffman appeared 
in several publications — including 
Searchlight, Hoffman was the victim of 
telephone death threats. Then when we 
did an exposé article on the NF’s Oldham 
branch using a photograph that came 
from Harrington’s very own security 
department, Searchlight’s circulation 
manager also began to receive telephone 
calls thr ing violence. 


Last month Searchlight took. a

We hope the authorities are watching out 
for the NF’s' monthly _ publications 
distribution run, which is organised to 
avoid police interception of any legally 
dodgy material.

carefully considered step to reveal where 
the NF were operating from. We chose to 
print only those addresses that were 
being used for administration purposes 
and in Harrington’s case for security 
operations. We were also careful not to 
publish the addresses of the leader and 
deputy leader of the NF as they both have 
a wife and children at home and we 
certainly do not intend to stoop to their 
level in such matters. z 

A man claiming to be _ Patrick 
Harrington telephoned David Edgar and 
told him that if we continued our 
investigations, he would go ahead and 
publish David Edgar’s full address, 
omitting to explain that he had already 
virtually done this in the previous 
month’s National Front News. Then our 
circulation manager received a further 
series of death threats. All these have 
been recorded and are now in the hands 
of the police with other threats we get. 

Searchlight intends to go on revealing 
the nazi rat nests until they learn that 
being a political soldier is not all beer 
cellars and making threats from the 
safety of the end of a telephone. 





NEWS IN BRIEF 





@ SIKH SANCTUARY INVADED 


Police officers have entered Guru Nanak Sikh 
Temple in Bradford, where Rajwinder Singh has 
been in sanctuary since February 6 to stop his 
deportation to India. The policemen, one in plain 
clothes, and one in uniform, claimed they only 
wanted to ask if a letter from David Waddington 
had been received. The Rajwinder Singh Defence 
Campaign have objected to this police 
harassment. 

The fight for Rajwinder’s right to stay 
continues. (Messages of support to: Rajwinder 
Singh Defence Campaign, c/o BYO, 40 Cornwall 
Road, Bradford 8.) 


@ SKINHEAD GANG ATTACK SAMARITAN 


A skinhead gang carried out a brutal racist attack 
on a man who answered a cry for help. 

Sri Lankan born Tamil Mr Robin Barr, 34, was 
on his way home last May, in South Harrow, when 
he heard a woman scream. He went to help, but 
was confronted by two skinheads, who warned 
him to “stay away from white women”. They 
punched him in the face, then booted him as he lay 
on the ground. 

The thugs left, but when they saw that no one 
was going to help Mr Barr, came back with 
scaffolding poles, and beat him close to death. Mr 
Barr, a law student, with a two-year-old 
daughter, suffered a broken ankle, cuts to his 
face, and severe bruising all over his body. He now 
has to walk with the aid of a walking stick, and 
attends hospital for regular physiotherapy 
sessions. He suffers from prolonged bouts of 
depression. 

John Taylor, 19, of no fixed address, was found 
guilty of causing Mr Barr grievous bodily harm 
with intent, and sentenced to three years 
imprisonment. His accomplice, Andrew 
Williams, got six months. 

Mr Barr says he is shocked by the lenient 
sentences, particularly since the police have 
warned him to beware of revenge attacks. One of 
the attackers was not even charged because he 
gave evidence against his friends. 

“One aspect of the court case which really 
shocked me was that 14 eyewitnesses gave 
evidence against my attackers. 

“But where were they when I was screaming in 
agony for help? Where were they? Just admiring 
the view from their windows?”

@ MURDER CHARGES DROPPED 


Murder charges against four Wembley men, 
accused of murdering Sudhir Patel last March, 
have been dropped on the direction of the judge. 
He ruled that there was insufficient evidence. 

The Old Bailey jury heard how four youths had 
attacked eight Asians outside the Green Man pub 
in Wembley. One of the attackers drove a knife 
three and a half inches into Sudhir Patel’s heart. 

Three of the defendants — Steven Barracliffe, 
18, Stephen Poll, 19, and Ford Ware changed 
their pleas to guilty of affray when the murder 
charge was dropped. The fourth man, David 
Barracliffe, 21, still denies affray.

@ GRAVEYARD VANDALISED 


A Jewish cemetery in Cheshunt, Herts, has been 
attacked. Hooligans caused £4,000 damage at the 
Adath Israeli cemetery in Silver Street on May 4. 
Four headstones were completely shattered. 
Police said they have no reason to believe the 
attack was racially motivated.

CONSPIRACY 
CHARGES 
AFTERLEEDS 


POLICE 
SWOOP 





Eighteen Leeds football hooligans 
have been picked up in a massive 
police swoop, involving eighty 
police officers. 


Following a series of raids the eighteen, 
all men, were charged with conspiracy to 
make an affray at or near football matches 
between August 22 1986 and April 22 1987. 

The move by police, welcomed by anti- 
racists in the city, is the first action taken to 
support a joint campaign by the Leeds City 
Council and the Leeds United Football 
Club aimed at putting an end to racist 
chanting and abuse at the ground. 

Leaflets were handed out at home 
matches at the end of last season to warn 
fans that “new laws will mean heavy fines 
and jail sentences to people found guilty of 
these offences”. 


Louts 


For many years, Leeds has had an 
unenviable reputation as one of the biggest 
and most violent gangs of soccer louts in the 
country, the so-called “Leeds service crew”. 
National Front members figure amongst 
the leaders of this horde of thugs and 
vandals. 

The nazis themselves, in their hate sheet 
Bulldog, have loudly boasted that the 
“service crew” are “all proud to be members 
and supporters of the National Front. 

But the connection between organised 
fascist groups and soccer violence has not 
been lost on the police who codenamed 
their operation “Wild Boar” after Boar 
Lane in Leeds where fascists and football 
hooligans consort together in such pubs as 
The Whip. 

Observers of the Leeds football scene 
have noted that a constant presence has 
been maintained there by the well-known 
Leeds NF psychotic Frank Burden, who 
goes to matches to hawk nazi literature and 
badges. 

Though not arrested yet 
. Burden’s influence is considerable amongst 
the soccer terror gangs who openly 
proclaim their hatred of blacks and Jews 
and who will talk endlessly of the mayhem 
they cause. As one put it to a Searchlight 
informant: “Yes, we are nazis and proud of 
it.

FRONT TURNS TO CRICKET 


National Front-led hooligans have now 
turned their attention to English cricket 
grounds in what could be the first step in 
a prolonged campaign of violence. 


An Asian cricket fan had his throat cut in 
clashes between Pakistani cricket 
supporters and followers of England at the 
one-day international match at Edgbaston 
in Birmingham in May. 

During the fighting at least fifty people 
were arrested as shaven headed louts with 
painted faces and waving Union Jacks 
screamed abuse at Asians in a bid to turn the 
match into a full-scale race riot. 

The Pakistan team bus came under attack 


and racists threw a banana at England's 
black all-rounder Phillip DeFreitas. 

Though a police spokesman stated that he 
did not think the Edgbaston riot was “a 
concerted effort by the National Front’, 
other evidence from eye witnesses points to 
nazi involvement. NF slogans were heard 
and National Front banners were seen. 

Also prominent was a Union Jack with the 
words ‘Birmingham City FC’, with a crowd 
of skinheads behind it, bawling “there ain’t 
no black in the Union Jack”. 

A total of twenty arrests and _ fifty 
ejections were made at the match, which 
witnessed the worst trouble ever seen at a 
cricket ground in England.

RIOT PROMPTS 
BAN CALL 


Senior politicians and law chiefs are 
calling for English fans to be banned 
from matches in Scotland after a full 
scale, fascist-inspired riot in Glasgow 
city centre at the end of May. 

Mr Peter Fraser QC, the Scottish 
Solicitor General said that he was 
“appalled” by press reports of violence at 
the England y. Scotland international 
match at Hampden Park in Glasgow. 

Louts from England went on the 
rampage after a goalless draw between 
the two teams and police action resulted 
in 66 arrests in and around the ground. 

But the English thugs, part of a 4,000- 
strong contingent in Scotland for the day 
and many of whom were armed with 
sticks and iron bars, reserved their worst 
behaviour for innocent by-standers in 
Glasgow city centre. 

Elsewhere in the city centre, terrified 
shoppers — many of them women with 
young children — fled in fear from the 
rioting mob of English fans, large 
numbers of whom were sporting 
National Front badges and swastikas. 


TUBE ATTACK 


Soccer louts almost killed a_ station 
master on the Glasgow underground 
after a Rangers European Cup match, a 
Glasgow court was told last month. 

Two fans pushed Mr Amarjit Singh 
onto the lines causing him to narrowly 
miss touching the live rail. If Mr Singh 
had not fallen on his back, he would have 
been dead. 

The court heard how Alexander 
Walker, of Wishaw near Glasgow, called 
Mr Singh “a Paki bastard” and said “this 
is our country” before pushing him off 
the platform. Walker was alleged to have 
been amongst a mob of 15 Rangers fans 
who harassed passengers and the driver 
of the train. 

Mr Singh said in court that he was so 
shocked that he was off work for six 
months and had not been able to go near 
a subway platform until it was empty. 


FANS BANNED 


Two Grimsby Town fans who chanted 
racist insults have been banned for life 
from attending matches at the club’s 
Blundell Park ground. 

The ban follows what local papers 
described as “a frightening orgy of 
destruction” after a match in which 
Grimsby were relegated to the Third 
Division. 

In the violence, a seventy-five strong 
mob ran riot down a Grimsby shopping 
street smashing windows and stoning the 
police. 

At one stage, extra police were drafted 
in from Scunthorpe and Hull and senior 
officers considered using riot shields. 








WHEN GOONS 
FALL OUT 


Newcastle nazis are now in the 
throes of a bitter split. The rift 
between former close ‘racial 
comrades’, Colin Todd and John 
Harwood, has led to considerable 
aggravation and to both men 
claiming the rank of NF regional 
organiser. 

Todd, not the most popular figure in 
Newcastle nazi circles, has had his home 
daubed because of his alleged relationship 
with a _ Belfast-born Catholic woman, 
Bernie Taylor. 

Harwood has defected to the camp of the

National Front Support Group and is 
running paper sales in the city centre, 
leaving Todd with a few members loyal to 
the Nick Griffin-led National Front. 

Both factions are now being run out of 
the front rooms of their respective leaders 
who both reside in Elswick in Newcastle’s 
run-down West End, Harwood in Britannia 
Close and Todd just around the corner in 
Buckingham Street. 

Rehearsing the reasons for the latest 
bout of NF in-fighting Harwood, fresh from 
prison after doing nine months for theft, 
cited Todd’s ‘dictatorial’ approach and 
derided him for being middle class. 


Regalia 

He has also made thinly-veiled suggestions 
that Todd’s address is a ‘homosexual 
haunt’ and has publicised the fact that Todd 
is on bail “on a charge of causing criminal 
damage at a Jewish exhibition”, as well as 
having “always had an unhealthy liking for 
swastika flags and other nazi regalia”. 

Harwood also moans on that the Griffin 
NF are cowards because while thirty-five 
Pearce-nazis were nicked in Sheffield “for 
attacking” an Irish demonstration, the 
Griffin crown “held an irrelevant seminar in 
Preston”. 

So far, Todd has had nothing public to 
say, but has been touting around a letter 
from NF thug and jail bird, Kevin Turner, 
purporting to oppose Harwoods’ ‘coup’. 

In fact, the graffiti may be well and truly 
on the wall for Mr Todd because last year 
some of his ‘friends’ broke his arm while 
engaging in what passes for political 
discussion in the NF. 

As a spokesman for the Tyneside and 
District Anti-Fascist Association 
commented on the latest warfare on the 
NF: “knowing the background of some of 
the people in the NF, the possibility of 
street-fighting cannot be ruled out”. 


Leicester nazis in retreat 


Leicester anti-fascists can 
congratulate themselves on forcing 
the nazis of John Tyndall's British 
National Party into a retreat from 
standing local lout John Peacock as 
their candidate in last month’s 
general election. 


In May, Leicester BNP _ organiser 
Peacock stood as a candidate in the local 
elections and had aimed to hold a major 
election rally in the city’s Newarke School. 

Despite opposition from the staff at the 
school, the BNP were allowed to meet 
under the terms of election law. However, 
the police had to allow anti-fascists into the 
meeting hall to protest at the presence of 
the rag bag of BNP supporters gathered 
there. 

When Peacock took the platform, he was 
met by a barrage of heckling and stamping 
feet from the 120 protesters in the hall. 
Nobody heard Peacock’s speech. 

The thugs of the BNP retaliated by 
hitting their opponents with banner poles 


and some anti-fascists alleged that the 
attitude of the police was heavy-handed. 

Cynthia Mackay, the school 
representative of the National Union of 
Teachers, also expressed anger that the 
police had torn down a pupil’s poster, 
condemning the use of the school by the 
BNP on the grounds that it “might have 
provoked violence”. 

Anti-racists in Leicester are demanding 
to know why the police turned a blind eye 
to the weaponry brandished by the BNP 
and also why a member of the Leicester 
Police Authority, county councillor Ross 
Willmot, was impeded from entering the 
meeting. 

The day’s events resulted in seven 
arrests, but anti-fascists were convinced 
that, despite the short notice, their large 
turnout had enabled them to chalk up a 
victory. 

As for Peacock, he only polled a pathetic 
61 votes, a figure which placed him firmly 
at the bottom of the list in the Rowley 
Fields ward. Exactly where he should be.

UNDER FIRE 


A local newspaper group has 
suppressed information during the 
election campaign about 
Conservative activists who have 
recent connections with nazi 
organisations. In one case the editor 
refused to print the fact that a 
former local Conservative ward 
chairman had been an NF member 
and had racially abused Asian 
children. 

Tom Duncan, now group editor for the 
Recorder group of newspapers in East 
London, has clashed several times with 
local ethnic communities over his failure to 
report properly racial harassment in the 
area especially while he was editor of the 
Newham Recorder. Even at a time when 
local police officers were criticising their 
own force for its lack of enthusiasm to 
apprehend racists in contrast to its speed in 
rounding up young Asians trying to defend 
their community, Duncan stood solidly 
without a word of criticism for the police. 

Searchlight first came into direct contact 
with Duncan when nazi Steven Brady led 
an attack on a local Labour Council 
meeting in Newham. It was only after our 
strong insistence and the production of 
councillors as eye witnesses that he agreed 
to publish a story. 

Duncan’s ability to report the facts when 
it comes to the far right appears to have 
improved little with his promotion. In the 
recent general election campaign reporters 
on local papers under his control were 
given stories about a former NF member 
and people who had endorsed British 
National Party candidates in 1983 who 
were now’ working closely with 
Conservative Party parliamentary 
candidates Neil Thorne in Ilford South, and 
James Arbuthnot in Wanstead and 
Woodford. 

In Wanstead and Woodford Ken 
Hutchinson, a former paid up NF member 


with membership number 10797, was until 
two years ago the Conservative Party ward 
chairman for Clayhall, an area with many 
Jewish and Asian residents. Hutchinson 
was involved in an incident less than a year 
ago when he bullied two young children on 
the street, one an Asian child and the other 
a white girl who had tried to defend her 
Asian friend from this man’s racist remarks 
and threats. 

In Ilford South Mr and Mrs Barrington 
Kendall had signed the nomination paper 
for Robert Martin, the BNP candidate for 
Ilford South in the 1983 general election. 
Martin’s election agent was none other 
than Tony East, aka Lecomber, who is now 
serving a term of imprisonment for making 
bombs and possessing detonators and hand 
grenades. 

Despite being made aware of all these 
facts, Duncan refused to allow the stories to 
appear before the election, telling his 
reporters that the Tories in Thorne’s seat 
had denied all knowledge of the Barrington 
Kendalls and in Arbuthnot’s constituency 
nobody appeared keen to follow up the 
facts at all. 

In Barking the recently re-elected 
Conservative constituency chairman, 
Charles Bond, was exposed as a former NF 
member and parliamentary candidate. 
Local Liberals have publicly condemned 
the continuing support for him from the 
Tory candidate, Bill Sharp. This led to a 
strange confrontation between the Labour 
Party and local church officials after the 
Liberals had refused to share a pre-election 
debating platform with Sharp. Jo 
Richardson, an MP on tthe left of the 
Labour Party agreed to share the platform 
with Sharp and all sorts of pressures were 
put on the Liberals to give way. In one 
instance they were told that such an anti- 
racist stance in the area might cost them 
votes. Much to their credit the Liberals 
stood firm and throughout the campaign 
refused to do deals with racists. 





MAYOR VICTIM OF HATE CAMPAIGN 


Racist attitudes and __ fascist 
activities are “possibly as bad and 
deeper than they were a decade or 
more ago”, the Mayor of Waltham 
Forest in East London has claimed. 


Councillor Mohammad Khan told a 
meeting of Waltham Forest Community 
Relations Council that it was time for local 
community groups “to stand up and be 
‘counted and combat this menace”. 

Mr Khan has been the victim of a vicious 
hate campaign in which he has been 
taunted, suffered death threats, received 
hate mail and finally forced to move house. 

Other Labour councillors in the borough 
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have been attacked and had threats made 
against them by nazis and racists. The home 
of Council leader Neil Gerrard was petrol 
bombed in May and councillors Amarjit 
Devdun and Franklin Georges have been 
targeted for NF intimidation. 

In both cases, the black councillors were 
sent a bogus ‘last will and testament’ with a 
slogan saying ‘NF say no to 62%’, a 
reference to the rate set by the borough 
earlier this year. 

Though the leaflet was _ sent 
anonymously, Franklin Georges had no 
doubt who was responsible and expressed 
disgust at the extent of extreme right-wing 
influence in Waltham Forest. 





Unfortunately the same could not be said 
for the Liberal Party in East London where 
candidates in Tower Hamlets and Bethnal 
Green played the race card heavily. On one 
occasion the Bengali community found that 
Olga Maitland, a right-wing Tory candidate 
and anti-CND lobbyist, was defending 
them at a public meeting where she shared 
a platform with the Liberal candidate, 
while the Liberal used a planted question in 
the audience to push a strong anti- 
immigration line. Olga Maitland told the 
audience she was not prepared to stay silent 
whilst the Bengali community was abused 
in this way.

A nasty smell from 
the sewers 


Former NF parliamentary candidate in 
Cardiff West Colin Gibbon has 
resurfaced as a councillor in the South 
Wales town of Pontypridd. 

Gibbon, who beat a former Mayor of 
the town to win election as a Ratepayer/ 
Sewer Adoption candidate, told 
reporters that he resigned from the NF 
on the night of the 1979 election, having 
fought his second parliamentary 
campaign for the nazis. 

His first effort was in 1974 when he 
stood in Liverpool Walton against the 
sitting Labour MP Eric Heffer. Later 
Gibbon became the NF’s press officer in 
South Wales. 

Gibbon claims he has now renounced 
the extreme racism of the National Front 
and denies any support for their policy of 
repatriation. 

However, he continues to demand a 
halt to further immigration and has said 
that he expected the Tories to include 
that policy in their General Election 
campaign.

JAILED FOR TERROR HOAX 


Last month, former Kent NF 
organiser and National Directorate 
member Paul Johnson was jailed 
for two and a half years at 
Maidstone Crown Court for sending 
hoax bombs through the post to 
local newspapers. 

In January 1986 Kent newspapers 
received press releases from a paramilitary 
organisation calling itself the ‘December 12 
Group’ which claimed to be linked to the 
NF and determined to secure Joe Pearce’s 
release from jail — where he was serving a 
sentence for a Race Relations Act 
conviction — by violent direct action. The 
Group claimed it had 40 members in Kent 
and its messages to local newspapers were 
accompanied by photographs showing 
Group members wearing paramilitary gear 
and wielding shotguns. 

On 3rd and 4th February 1986 hoax 
bombs were sent by the Group to several 
newspapers in Kent with messages which 
said that “the real things are in the post 
today to political (Kent) targets”. Two days 
later, on 6 February the police raided 
Johnson’s home and after a 2% hour search 
carried away a van load of incriminating 
material showing Johnson’s personal 
involvement in the hoax bombings. 

At Johnson’s trial Detective Inspector 
Butcher of Dover police listed the booty 
recovered from Johnson’s house; a 
shotgun, which appeared in one of the 
photographs taken on land belonging to 
two Dover NF members, Len and Joan 
Hughes; a photocopier on which

‘December 12 Group’ material had been 
run off; an criginal photograph of the 
Group; pegs identical to those used in the 
hoax bombs and a variety of other damning 
evidence. 

Johnson’s defence was bizarre. He 
produced a series of laughably improbable 
excuses in his attempt to explain away the 
mass of incriminating evidence found in his 
home. He even treated the court to a 
history of his time in the NF. He claimed to 
have always been a firm opponent of 
political violence and he blamed the 
Griffin/Holland faction for the NF’s new 
terrorist orientation. It was pointed out to 
the court that Johnson had resigned from 
the NF on 12 February 1986 as a result of 
the hoax bombing. It would be nearer the 
truth to say that his wife ordered him to 
give up ‘political soldiering’ as, in 
Johnson’s own words, she was a ‘nervous

wreck’ following the police raid on their 
house. 

The one part of Johnson’s defence that 
was far from funny was the willingness of a 
Special Branch officer, Detective Constable 
Pegg, to speak on his behalf as a ‘character 
witness’. Pegg’s evidence contrasted 
sharply with earlier police testimony which 
said that the Branch believed Johnson to be 
wholy responsible for the hoax bombing 
with the possible assistance of his pal Kerry 
Allon; they later claimed that there was 
insufficient evidence to charge Allon. No 
other NF members were questioned 
despite the discovery of NF membership 
lists and address books in the police raid on 
Johnson’s house. 

Fortunately, DC Pegg’s eloquence as a 
character witness did not impress the court 
and Johnson was sentenced to 2% years in 
jail. 





Two leading National Front members 
from Oldham in Greater Manchester 
were convicted last month of sending 
hate mail through the post. 

Manchester Crown Court heard how 
the two nazis, 18-year-old John Butler 
and 25-year-old David Probert, had sent 
packets of excreta and pornography to 
Labour councillors and to Oldham 
community relations officer, Keith 
Bradford. 

Butler was ordered to do 180 hours 
community service and to pay £300 costs 
after being charged with four offences 
under the Post Office Act. He was also 
convicted on a charge of inciting criminal 
damage. 

Probert, up on the same charges, was 
given a six months jail sentence, 
suspended for two years. Both men 
pleaded guilty. 

Though they both describe themselves 
as ‘former’ NF officials, there is no doubt 
that both ‘ex’-chairman Butler and 
organiser Probert are still heavily 
involved in nazi activity. 

Both men have incited Fronters to ‘do 
their bit’ by defacing public buildings.

Do not imagine that all on the extreme right 
conform to the image of the typical National 
Front supporter. There are racists and anti- 
semites who like to think themselves a cut 
above the loutish types who are attracted to 
the fascist parties, and whose table manners 
are as appalling as their language. So if you 
are an old-style racist, with social and 
intellectual pretensions, where do you 
wander politically? 

One home for such racists has been the British 
League of Rights. The very title of the 
organisation conveys a righteous respectability. 
Retired colonels and county types could happily 
say they support such an upright, patriotic 
organisation. The League was reactivated in July 
1970 by an Australian, Donald Martin, and since 
then it has shunned overt publicity. It is not the 
League’s style to march on the streets with its 
members shouting obscene slogans. Instead, the 
League seeks to organise private after-dinner 
meetings and seminars, where like minded souls 
can gather. Through its magazine On Target and 
its book-club, Bloomfield Books, it spreads its 
ideas. 

At first sight these ideas seem to be a harmless 
concoction of imperial nostalgia and economic 
crankiness. The League is much vexed by the 
Common Market and has sought to replace EEC 
ties by a commitment to the old Commonwealth. 
Of course, by the old Commonwealth, the 
League means Australia, Canada, South Africa, 
etc: in short, any commonwealth country which 
can be trusted to produce leaders without 
unsatisfactorily swarthy or dark skins. 

As for economics, the League champions the 
philosophy of social credit, propounded by C.H. 
Douglas. The basic principle of this doctrine was 
that all the nation’s troubles stem from the 
National Debt. All forms of money-lending, 
from mortgages to international credit, must be

abolished. As On Target states in a pamphlet 
expressing its basic philosophy, C.H. Douglas 
“identified in precise practical sociological, 
political and economic terms the application of 
the Christian philosophy of the supreme 
importance of each individual under God to the 
world we live”. 

There’s a string of fine sounding phrases to 
cheer the heart of any fox-hunting blimp. But 
note the resonance of the stress on “Christian 
philosophy” in the context of an economic 
philosophy based upon the abolition of money- 
lending. Before the port is passed around the 
table, let us pause to consider what is the 
unchristian philosophy which has created money- 
lending? 


Money lenders 


By Jove, yes, it was all those Jewish chappies, 
And if you want to read more on the theme, then 
Bloomfield Books can provide the necessary 
information. This is not the sort of bookclub 
which will supply Mein Kampf, the collected 
thoughts of Goebbels, or anything uncouth like 
that. But it will provide a whole string of books 
and pamphlets, which monotonously argue that 
the world is controlled by conspiratorial, alien 
money-lenders. And, yes, gracious me, these 
money-lenders, damn their cheek, are Jewish. 
Some of the anti-semitic items promoted by 
Bloomfield Books are written by old friends of 
the League of Rights, such as Ivor Benson and 
Eric Butler. In fact, their list comprises all 
English-language anti-semitic writings, except 
those which are explicitly nazi. Familiar 
unfavourites are to be found: A.R. Butz, A.K. 
Chesterton, H.B. Isherwood, A.N. Field, Roy 
Bramwell, Douglas Reed, etc. Work your way 
through that lot and your mind will be filled with 








lurid images of Jewish conspiracies. 

Nor is it a matter of recycling old texts. 
Bloomfield Books announces an important new 
addition to the genre: Elizabeth Dilling’s The 
Jewish Religion: its influence today. Roll up, roll 
up and buy your copy to discover “why, 
throughout the ages, the Jews have been virtually 
an unwanted entity wherever they have 
wandered, and why Talmudic writings have been 
kept safe from the prying eyes of all but a very few 
non-Jews who have had to study them in strict 
secrecy”. One further item on the list: The 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion, the 
classic anti-semitic text, which purported to be 
the secret plans of the King of the Jews for world 
domination. 

It is no surprise, given all this reading matter, 
that the League of Rights should list as one of its 
political aims: “To oppose _ large-scale 
immigration of alien peoples, and to work for the 
maintenance of a homongeneous community”. 
This particular item could have been plucked 
straight from an NF manifesto. But other items in 
the League’s list of political aims could have 
come straight from the Conservative Party. 

For example, the League aims to “uphold and 
foster individual initiative and responsibility” 
and “to defend private ownership and advocate its 
extension in order that individual freedom with 
economic security shall be available to all”. 
These are not the tones of the current National 
Front leadership, but mirror the rhetoric of the 
Government. 

Nor is this accidental, for the League has 
always attempted to build a presence within the 
Conservative Party. Its tactics are quite visible in 
On Target. Issue number ten contained a 
supplement (entitled ‘On Target Bulletin, 
No.295’), in which are to be found a couple of 
interesting snippets, showing the connections 
between the League and the Conservative Party. 
Firstly, the League reported that “we are advised 
by the London Swinton Circle” of a meeting of 
the circle to be addressed by the Conservative 
MP John Biffen. 

Perhaps of more interest is a report of the 
activities of the British Anti-Common Market 
Campaign, whose members participated in the 
last Conservative Party Conference. This is 
clearly a front organisation for the League of 
Rights. It is attempting to work through 
Conservatives for European Reform (COFER), 
which, according to On Target, is “the only 
organisation within the Conservative Party which 
is preparing the way for the Conservative Party to 
change its mind”. The League reassures 
members that COFER is not really dedicated to 
the ‘reform’, as opposed to the abolition, of 
British membership of the EEC; however, the 
group needs to adopt its present title in order to 
appear respectable within Conservative circles. 

The League of Rights clearly supports 
COFER, which has the parliamentary backing of 
MP’s such as Teddy Taylor and Edward du Cann. 
It also sees COFER as a group which can appear 
respectable in Conservative circles, whilst 
promoting less respectable views of which ‘the 
League approves. 

Doesn’t this tactic should a bit familiar? Isn’t 
this the sort of entryism, which the Conservatives 
are foreover claiming is occurring within the 
Labour Party? Perhaps the Conservatives should 
now start paying equal attention to their own 
Rights and wrongs. 


BLOOD WEDDING? 


EVERY summer the rich and famous gather 
at places like Henley and Ascot to quaff 
champagne, show off their tans and chat 
about the size of their bank balances. In any 
ordinary year such gatherings are considered 
to be the undisputed highlights of the social 
season; but 1987 has proved to be an 
extraordinarily good year. Henley, the boat 
race, Wimbledon and Cowes have all been 
eclipsed by a far more glittering occasion to 
which only the most select few have been 
invited. In fact the few who were invited 
were so select that virtually nobody else has 
heard of the great shindig they were so 
privileged to attend. Well, we'll let you all in 
on the secret — on Saturday May 30, lan 
Taylor got hitched to Caralyn Giles in 
Brighton. Who? 

Still in the dark? Obviously you are not an 
avid reader of The Flag. lf you were you 
would know that lan and Caralyn are two of 
the south coast’s leading nazis. lan is the nazi 
Lee Van Cleef look-a-like whose beaky profile 
has adorned many of our snapshots of fascist 
get togethers.

On many 
a demo it has been well noted that lan prefers 
legging it to mixing it. But in Caralyn’s eyes 
he can do no wrong. Caralyn, who likes to 
describe herself as a multi-lingual secretary 
and part-time actress, has been a full-time 
nazi camp follower for some _ years. 
Obviously an intensely ambitious girl she has 
secured the coveted position as secretary of 
the NF's Brighton branch. Wow! 

Dare one indulge in a little romatic star 
gazing and suggest that it was in the serried 
ranks of the Brighton NF that their eyes first 
met? Caralyn is a devoted admirer of the 
‘White Noise Club’ and currently a full 
member of the ‘White Pudding Club’ as her 
rapidly expanding waistline pays an 
eloquent tribute to lan’s nordic prowess. In 
considerably less time than nine months the 
pitter-patter sound of little jackboots will be 
heard strutting up and down Brighton pier. 

Like any bridegroom lan felt nervous on 
the big day. And who would not, surrounded 


by all those stern faced gauleiters in their 
gleaming jackboots. So he naturally chose a 
best man who would put him at his ease. Yes, 
you've guessed it — he chose Britain’s best 
known bookies runner and fellow nazi ex- 
con, Martin Wingfield who as the Chairman 
of the NF Steering Committee could add that 
touch of sociai gravitas that every good 
wedding needs.

HAMILTON ACADEMICAL 


OUR prize for the best pre-election boob 
goes to our old friend Neil Hamilton, the MP 
for Tatton. On Friday 8 May, Hamilton arrived 
at Leeds University as a guest speaker for the 
Conservative Club. As the room he was to 
use had not been booked in the normal way, 
on his arrival he found it locked. After a series 
of insults aimed at student union officers and 
suggestions that when the Tories were re- 
elected a new education bill would curb 
them, he attempted to hold a meeting in the 
corridor.

@ AXEMAN RAMPAGE 


An axeman spread terror in vicious attacks on 
Asian shopkeepers in South London on May 17. 

The first victim was Mrs Kalpna Hemant Patel, 
34, who was serving behind the counter of the 
family CTN shop in Barnes. A six foot tall well 
built white male pulled an axe out of his jacket and 
struck Mrs Patel several times on the head. Mrs 
Patel was rushed to hospital where she was put in 
intensive care. She needed 25 stitches to her head, 
and nine on her hand. Some of the cuts were two 
inches deep, and her skull was fractured in two 
places. 

A German woman, Mrs Giseler Paton, was 
then attacked two miles away. 

Word of the axe attacks had spread by the time 
the man entered Mr Patel’s store, not far from the 
first attack. Mr Patel was struck on the head and 
hand, but despite spurting blood, was able to 
chase the attacker down the street. The chase was 
taken up by an American customer of Mr Patel, 
who was able to see which house the attacker went 
into. 

Terry Roberts, 18, unemployed, of Stilling 
Fleet Road, Barnes, has been charged with 
grievous bodily harm against Mr Rajni Patel and 
Mrs Giseler Paton.

@ “STORMTROOPER” 


A man arrested for unprovoked assaults on three 
Asian people, had National Front insignia and a 
picture of Adolf Hitler in his bedroom. 

Darren Anthony Jordan, 21, of Wednesfield, 
was jailed for a year at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court after admitting two offences of assault and 
one of unlawful wounding. 

Jordan threw a stone or snowball at 14-year-old 
Jasbinder Dujanj, knocking her to the ground, 
and then punched her in the face. Dalip Kaur 
Dujanj, her mother, was also struck in the face. 
Later, Jordan punched Jaspal Singh Sangha 
several times in the face and kicked him while he 
was on the ground. Mr Sangha had four stitches to 
a cut over his eyes. 

In defence it was said that Jordan was drunk.

@ ADVICE CENTRE HIT 


Racists hurled an iron bar through the window of 
a black people’s advice centre in London at the 
end of April. The Rights Shop in Tower Hamlets 
provides help and advice on housing and welfare 
benefits to Bangladeshis and other black people.

the letterbox and fascist newspapers are openly 
sold in the surrounding area. 

The grant to the centre has been axed by the 
Alliance-controlled Tower Hamlets Council, 
making all five advice workers redundant. The 
staff have vowed to continue working as 
volunteers.

@ ILFORD GANG JAILED 


A gang of eight who waged a terror campaign 
against an Asian family have all been given 
custodial sentences. Judge George Worthington, 
at Snaresbrook Crown Court, said that racial 
harassment was a growing problem in the Ilford 
area, and “would not be tolerated”. 

The Didier family had their car overturned 
twice, bottles, bricks and stones thrown at their 
home in Dagenham, and racist graffiti daubed on 
the front door. Over £1,000 damage was caused to 
the property of Mr Nanji Didier, his wife, three 
sons, and daughter. 

Tea bag maker Terence Cooper, 18, admitted 
one charge of damaging property, and two of 
attempting to damage property. He was sentenced 
to nine months youth custody. Alexander Hawks, 
18, a butcher, admitted one charge of damaging 
property, and two counts of attempted damage. 
He was sentenced to three months youth custody. 
Vincent Aiden, 19, a gardener, was sentenced to 
two months youth custody after admitting a 
charge of damaging property. Labourer Alan 
Chance, 19, engineer Terence Bottomley, 17, 
gardener Mark Noonan, 19, and shopfitter Paul 
Smith, 19, and an unemployed 16-year-old, all 
admitted damaging property and were sentenced 
to two months detention.

LE PEN SPLITS FRENCH RIGHT 


Following his announcement of 
Presidential ambitions, Front National 
leader Jean-Marie Le Pen has split the 
mainstream French right over its 
attitude to his supporters. Fearful of 
failing to win in the second round of the 
1988 Presidential election if they can’t 
attract the 1 in 10 voters who back Le 
Pen, sections of the right favour a 
deliberate ;attempt to win over FN 
supporters. Other sections of the right, 
however, have denounced the FN and 
rejected any shift in its direction. 

In an article in the leading paper, Le 
Monde, the French foreign trade minister, 
Michel Noir, warned conservatives of 
losing their soul in order to win an election. 
No Gaullist, he wrote, could barter 
electoral victory for his belief in liberty and 
tolerance. (His father was interned during 
the war in a nazi concentration camp.) 
While in much of France the right already 
needs FN councillors’ support to hold 
power, figures like Noir and the human 
rights minister, Claude Malhuret, believe 
that adapting policies calculated to win 
over FN voters will alienate the majority of 
the French electorate, who see Le Pen as a 
threat to democracy. Other Gaullists, 
however, notably the Interior Minister, 
Charles Pasqua, have been railing against 
pornography and threatening to send 
illegal immigrants home “in trains, if 
necessary”, a remarkable comment to 
make in the shadow of the Barbie trial. For 
Pasqua and others, a move to the right 
would outflank the FN. 

The Gaullist leader, Jacques Chirac, has 
temporarily quietened the issue by telling 
Noir to ‘shut up’, but, as the election 
approaches, the issue will assuredly 
reappear. This is particularly true in light of 
Le Pen’s seeming willingness to advise his 
supporters to vote tactically for the 
socialists in the second round of the 
contest. 


Le Pen fosters AIDS 
panic 


Speaking on French TV, Le Pen has called 
for AIDS sufferers to be isolated in special 
clinics and claimed that the disease is 
transmitted through sweat, tears and 
saliva. Replying, the Health Minister, 
. Michele Barzach, has argued that it cannot 
be transmitted in such ways and said that 
while AIDS makes people afraid, Le Pen’s 
hatred and demagoguery is even more 
frightening. Le Pen has since suggested that 
those Socialists who reject his policy should 
inject themselves with the saliva of an

AIDS patient. They might, of course, he 
added, be immune if they already had the 
disease. 


Le Pen’s wife in 
magazine scandal 


Following an interview in Playboy 
magazine in which her husband suggested 
that if his estranged wife wanted money she 
should take up work as a charwoman, 
Pierrette Le Pen has struck back by 
appearing in the magazine semi-nude in a 
maid’s dress. She is also threatening the 
publication of a book early next year on her 
life with the Front leader. 


Fascist activity 


Days after the pro-Barbie demonstration in 
Lyons by youths, many wearing Celtic 
Cross armbands, a monument 
commemorating Jewish children murdered 
by the nazis has been daubed with 
swastikas. In separate incidents, fascists 
vandalised an immigrant centre in the 
town, leaving behind a portrait of Barbie, 
and the local FN praised an attack by a 
fascist commando on an immigrant area.

New enquiry into 
murder 


A new enquiry has opened into the 1975 
murder of Pier Paolo Pasolini, the left-wing 
film-maker. Pasolini’s lawyer has traced a 
long-term connection between the alleged 
killer, Giuseppe Pelosi, and another youth, 
Giuseppe Mastini, both of whom were 
active in the neo-fascist Italian Social 
Movement (MSJ). Pelosi had told confused 
stories after his arrest about a ring found at 
the scene of the murder and it has been 
suggested that the ring belonged to 
Mastini. 


Terrorism in Tyrol 


German-language neo-nazi literature has 
been found near the site of several terrorist 
incidents in the South Tyrol province of 
Alto-Aldige. It has been claimed, however, 
that the attacks were in fact carried out by 
members of the Italian neo-fascist MSI, 
which is in conflict with the German- 
speaking extremist Heimatbund. Many of 
the German-speaking majority sympathise 
with the Heimatbund while the MSI has 
encouraged Italian-speaking supporters to 
move into the area. 


ROUND-UP 


USSR - DEATH SENTENCE 
FOR NAZI COLLABORATORS 


Two nazi collaborators were sentenced 
to death in the Russian city of Vitebsk in 
May, accused of taking part in mass 
shootings of Jews and other prisoners in 
Minsk during the Second World War. 

The two men, named Borshcevsky and 
Kotovish, served in the 13th batallion of the 
German SD troops in the Minsk region, 
from which over 100,000 Jews were 
deported to nazi death camps. 

They were also accused of having helped 
burn alive inhabitants of the small village of 
Tolshcha in Byelorussia. 

These sentences reflect renewed Soviet 
interest in war criminals following the 
deportation of the Latvian Karl Linnas 
from the USA. 

Linnas now faces trial in Latvia for his 
part in serving with SS anti-partisan units 
behind Red Army lines. It is also alleged 
that he terrorised the local population in 
the Tartu area of Latvia before moving on 
to order and take part in the extermination 
of 12,000 Russians and Jews as chief of 
Tartu death camp. 

Linnas is, as our readers know, one of a 
number of war criminals, and nazi 
murderers whose deportation to the Soviet 
Union is being requested. 

The demand for the return of nazi war 
criminals from Britain recently won 
unanimous support at this year’s 90th 
Scottish TUC congress held in Perth where 
delegates affirmed their total opposition to 
fascism and called on the government “to 
investigate the background of alleged nazi 
war criminals still living in Britain”. 

The mover of the successful resolution, 
Tom Campbell, told Congress: “We must 
not let the nazi ‘Final Solution’ be forgotten 
and we must never forgive those who 
carried out these crimes against humanity”. 

Contrasting the attitude of the Thatcher 
government and its relentless pursuit of 
members of ethnic minority communities 
with its refusal to do anything about war 
criminals, Mr Campbell urged delegates 
“not to leave any stone unturned” in the 
drive to bring the nazis to justice. 


Protest to British 
government 


Horrifying testimony of the war crimes 
committed by a Ukrainian nazi who was 
sheltered in Britain after the war was 
revealed recently when inhabitants of 
villages in the Western Ukraine 
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Linnas arrives in Soviet Union 


demonstrated in the Soviet Union, 
calling on the British government to 
return such criminals for trial. 

They highlighted the case of Kirill 
Zvarich who is reported to have settled in 
Britain in 1947, changed his name to 
Piotrowski and died in Bolton in 1984. 
Fifteen years ago, the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry formally asked the British 
government to hand him over for trial but 
the request was turned down. 

Ukrainian witnesses have now provided 
graphic testimony of his activities during 
the Soviet occupation of their region. 67- 
year-old Yefrosia Bilitiuk saw him involved 
in the murder of whole families. “The 
Germans brought the adults over to the 
edge of a freshly dug pit and shot them with 
machine guns. Zvarich killed the children 
himself. I had a good view of how he took a 
child with one hand, picked him up, and 
holding a pistol in the other, shot him point 
blank, after which he threw the bodies into 
the pit. The children were two or three 
years old”. 

On another occasion, according to 
witness Agripina Yevtushik, Zvarich 
turned up at a christening ceremony, pulled 
a gun and shot one of the participants, Ivan 
Zakharchuk, in the head. 

Two months later, says another witness, 
Lukeria Kulik, Zvarich and his men arrived 


at a wedding ceremony, surrounded the 
building and shot down people trying to 
flee. Then, using hand grenades and setting 
the building on fire, Zvarich and his militia 
massacred almost all of the fifty people at 
the ceremony. 

At the recent demonstration, held in 
Klubochin, a list of alleged war criminals 
which Britain has helped to escape from 
justice was read out. It included Zvarich, 
Andrei Pestrak, Maryan Bula and Lev 
Marnitsky. Zvarich is said to be dead, 
Marnitsky is living in Peterborough, and 
the other two have not yet been traced. 





Klan cover-up? 


Lawyers for Wayne Williams, jailed for 
the murder of black children in the 
early eighties, have produced new 
evidence in an attempt to clear their 
client. 

Following the murder of thirty black 
children between 1979 and 1981, Williams, 
a black man, was convicted of two of the 
killings. Evidence has now emerged of the 
Georgia Bureau of  Investigation’s 
suspicions that a family connected with the 
National States Rights Party/New Order, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan might have 
been responsible. A police informant told 
the GBI that the family was responsible 
and another informant (a Klan official) 
confirmed the claim. The GBI 
subsequently taped conversations between 
family members discussing the killing of 
black people in order to set off a race war. 
After the Williams conviction the evidence 
was destroyed but two police officers had 
taken extensive notes of the material and a 
copy of the information was recently sent 
anonymously to Williams’ lawyers. 


Klan loses 
headquarters 


Following the recent court ruling against 
the United Klans of America for the 
murder of a young black man, his mother, 
Mrs Beulah Mae McDonald, has been 
awarded ownership of its Alabama 
headquarters in damages. She has decided 
to sell it immediately. 


Nazi's son in fascist 
group 


Klaus Geor Altmann, son of Gestapo chief 
Klaus Barbie, was a member of the Spanish 
neo-nazi group, Cedade, it has recently 
been revealed. Altmann was killed in 1981 
in a hang-glider accident.

LIVING AGAINST THE ODDS 


The Police Complaints Authority is 
currently investigating policing in 
Notting Hill. The ‘probe’ was initiated 
last year after BBC and Channel 4 
television reported that Notting Hill 
police officers had been accused of 
racism and brutality. The Authority is 
also examining 17 individual complaints 
against Notting Hill police, including 
alleged assault and planting of drugs. 

Notting Hill is no stranger to police 
harassment. In fact, the black community 
in Notting Hill were probably the first in 
the country to be subjected to the racism of 
the British police force. They were also the 
first to fight back. The Mangrove 
Restaurant (now the Community 
Association), a popular black meeting- 
place and focal point of resistance in the 
area for almost 20 years, has been 
subjected to repeated police raids. 

In 1971, the ‘Mangrove 9’ were put on 
trial at the Old Bailey after being arrested 
during a demonstration against police 
harassment. The trial of nine black leaders 
charged with riot and conspiracy who all 
faced the prospect of heavy prison terms 
was to become a symbol of black resistance 
in Britain. After black people organised a 
dynamic campaign demanding justice, all 
nine were acquitted and given only 
suspended sentences for lesser offences. 
Then, in 1976 provocative policing of the 
Notting Hill carnival sparked off the first 
black uprisings in Britain. 

Today, relations between the police and 
the black community have deteriorated to 
such an extent that serious disorder is once 
more a threat. The death in police custody 
of Anthony Lemard, last October, (see 
Searchlight December ’86, February 87) 


gave rise to renewed tension in the area, 
and this was compounded further still when 
a number of police officers expressed their 
apparent disregard for the sensitivity of the 
situation and continued to carry out 
aggressive and provocative policing. 


The ‘Black Watch’ and the case 
of Michael Campbell 


The community has expressed serious 
concern about the activities of a group of 
young police officers known to local people 
as the ‘Black Watch’. They are said to have 
been involved in a number of incidents in 
which black people have been harassed, 
beaten, and planted with drugs. The Police 
Complaints Authority has reportedly 
identified 20 officers who comprise the 
‘Black Watch’, but to date no disciplinary 
action has been recommended. 

‘Black Watch’ officers are thought to 
have been involved in a confrontation with 
black youth in Notting Hill in May. The 
incident occurred after the police allegedly 
assaulted 27-year-old Michael Campbell. 
Mr Campbell was treated in hospital and 
discharged in a wheelchair after being 
arrested on 6 May. According to Mr 
Campbell, he was crossing a road shortly 
after midnight when a police van appeared 
and a number of officers got out and came 
racing towards him. When he _ was 
apprehended, he was hit and put in the van 
where he was again beaten. Police officers 
then sat on him all the way to the police 
station where, after being put in a cell he 
started to complain of pains. Police claim 
that Michael Campbell was arrested for a 
“suspected drugs offence”, but no illegal 
substances were found on him. He said that 
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Police battle with black community, Notting Hill Carnival, 1976 
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he did not use drugs and had never been in 
trouble before. According to Max at the 
Mangrove Community Association, the 
station officers refused to allow a doctor to 
see Mr Campbell. Later, an ambulance was 
called and Mr Campbell, accompanied by 
two constables and a sergeant, was taken to 
hospital where he was treated for a 
suspected fractured cheek bone, severe 
bruising to the eye, cuts and bruises to the 
lower arms, wrists and hands, and pains to 
his back and side. 

Local Conservative MP Sir Brandon 
Rhys Williams visited Mr Campbell in 
hospital and later commented: “He didn’t 
look too good, I’m bound to say. It’s not 
the kind of incident I like in Kensington”. 
The MP was alerted by a constituent who 
apparently witnessed the incident. 

Mr Campbell, whose complaint is being 
examined by the Police Complaints 
Authority, is thought to have been the 
latest victim of the ‘Black Watch’. 
However, the community, according to 
Max, has little faith in the PCA’s 
investigation: “The only person who has got 
any confidence in the Police Complaints 
Authority is the policeman”, he said. Max 
said that the police in Notting Hill were 
continuing to escape disciplinary action; 
they were arrogant and secure in the 
knowledge that “the old boy network” 
would protect them. Referring to Anthony 
Lemard’s death, he said, “The police killed 
Anthony Lemard. When they put him in 
the van somebody made a mistake didn’t 
they? But they didn’t get hounded out of a 
job. If he’s in uniform he can make a 
million mistakes but he’s still got his job”. 
A coroner’s court jury decided that cocaine 
had been the overall cause of Anthony 
Lemard’s death, but added that the police 
had aggravated it by providing a lack of 
care. However the Police Complaints 
Authority cleared the police of any 
malpractice. 


Police create no-go areas 


After Anthony Lemard’s death, policemen 
in Notting Hill were instructed to adopt a 
‘softly-softly’ approach. Outraged by this 
order, a number of officers wrote an 
anonymous letter of complaint to the 
London Evening Standard (31.10.86) 
claiming that Notting Hill, and the All 
Saints Road in particular, had “now become 
an official no-go area”. The policing of the 
All Saints Road today is far from ‘softly- 
softly’, and ironically it is black people, not 
police officers who are _ increasingly 
confronted with ‘no-go’ areas. Max 
explained: “You get up every day and look 
out of your window and see two policemen 
there and you can’t go five minutes without 
seeing them... . they’re here non-stop in 
the evening. They drive the van past young 


people and shout at them ‘you next’, and 
when they feel like it they just drive up on 
the pavement at a crowd. Whoever runs 
away gets chased, because if you’re running 
you must be doing something wrong”. 

The Mangrove Community Association 
has been holding meetings with senior 
police officers in Notting Hill in a bid to put 
a stop to such practices. Mangrove worker 
Jebb Johnson told CARF: “Our main 
problem at the moment is the provocative 
behaviour of irresponsible police 
constables. They are not interested in 
community policing. 

“We are in a unique position in a way now 
because we are acommunity which is trying 
to stop a major disorder. We don’t want a 
confrontation. We don’t want another PC 
Blakelock here and we don’t want another 
Anthony Lemard. We _ don’t want 
policemen to die and we don’t want none of 
our community to die. What we want is to 
get on with living our lives against all the 
odds”.

Asian PC ‘beaten up’ after drinking spree 


An Asian police constable has told a Scotland 
Yard investigation how he was pinned down by at 
least three colleagues and beaten with bottles, 
following a day trip to France. PC Krishnand Lall 
sustained head injuries, a severed ear and a black 
eye. The incident happened after a packet of duty- 
free cigars bought by PC Lall disappeared. The 
officers were all from Rotherhithe police station 
and were returning by coach to a ferry after about 
a day out drinking in Dunkirk. PC Lall says that 
he was repeatedly called a ‘Paki’ as he was being 
assaulted. Kent police are to investigate the 
criminal allegations while Scotland Yard’s 
internal complaints branch is holding an internal 
inquiry. (London Evening Standard 21,5.87) 


‘Too nice’ black officer resigns 


A black police officer who appears in a Scotland 
Yard video aimed at recruiting more black 
applicants is leaving the force claiming he has 
been forced to resign.

A spokesman for the CRE said that 
letters had been sent to every education 
authority to ask what was being done to 
tackle the problem of race hatred in 
schools.

Soldier’s death ‘was suicide’ 


The jury at the inquest of Private Jeffery Singh, 
17, who was found hanged in an army barracks, 
has returned a suicide verdict. At the inquest his 
father claimed his son had been knocked 
unconscious and then hanged by other people. 
The coroner told the jury that a verdict of 
unlawful killing was not open to them, on the basis 
of the evidence ayailable. The inquest heard that 
on the day of the hanging Private Singh had 
alleged that Corporal Stephen Barden had 
punched him and taken sweets from him. The 
corporal later found the boy hanging but denied — 
any involvement in the death. (Guardian 9.6.87) 


IMMIGRATION 


Council blow to Viraj Mendis 


Viraj Mendis, who has taken sanctuary in a 
Manchester church following a deportation 
order, must leave the church if he is to take up his 
post as the city’s immigration and nationality 
officer, Manchester’s City Council has ruled. 
Despite proposals to provide Mr Mendis with an 
office at the church, the Council leader, Mr 
Graham Stringer, has said it would be impossible 
for Mr Mendis to do his job properly. He denied 
the Council was backing down in its support for 
Mr Mendis’s fight against deportation. A judicial 
review of his case is expected in the High court 
soon, (Guardian 22.5.87) 


Kurds win deportation fight? 


A lawyer for the Home Office has said the case of 
twenty Iraqi Kurds initially refused asylum in 
Britain, will be looked into sympathetically with a 
view to granting them temporary admission. This 
follows legal action on behalf of the Kurds and 
reports in the Guardian about their case. Mr 
Justice Sir Anthony McCowan granted a judicial 
review of the way they had been treated and the 
way their requests for political asylum had been 
handled. (Guardian 21.5.87) 


Four black MP’s 
elected 


Four black Labour MPs were elected to 
parliament in the general election on June 11. 
Bernie Grant won the seat for Tottenham in 
north London. After his victory he 
announced: “Tonight we have made history, 
triumphing over the distortions of the media 
and the divisiveness of Thatcherism.
